bendas adprime accommodata. Imo hujufce artificii ea eft utilitas, 
ut in naturae explicatione faepenumero plus valeat quam quaevis ver¬ 
borum copia, aut vis dicendi. Quodcunque enim oculo fideli inde 
fubjicitur (fpedet modo aliquis argumenti haud ignarus) animo con- 
feftim arripitur, memori^que alte imprelTum haud prorfus excidit. 
Lentior fermonis mora, et vis hebetior. 

Proinde ex quo tempore hoc artificium ufibus hominum commu¬ 
niter inferviit, via brevior faciliorque patefadia eft ad inventa quaelibet 
tum divulganda, tum confervanda; et rerum fimul naturalium cogni¬ 
tio, ab exiguis profeda initiis, paulatim eo ufque increvit, ut feculi 
hujufce, omnium ornatiffimi, fummum fere ornamentum jam tandem 
extiterit.

Ex his plurimi artem 
hanc graphicam ancillantem fibi adhibuerunt; praecipuifque inde re¬ 
pertis fuis feliciter illuftratis, effecerunt, ut ars anatomica, hominum 
generi, fi qua alia, utilis et fru(ftuofa, intelledu fimul facilior fieret, 
fimul cultu jucundior. 


H E art of engraving JuppUes us^ upon many occajions^ with wliat has 
been the great defideratum of the lovers of fctence^ an umverfal lan- 
guage, Pfay^ it conveys de arer ideas of mojl natural ohjeds^ than words 
can exprefs; makes flronger imprefjions upon the mind; and to every perfon 
converfant with the fuhjed^ gives an immediate compreherfion of what it 
reprefents. 


From the time when this art came more generally into ufe^ it has been 
much more eafy both to communicate and to preferve difcoveries and im- 
provements; and natural knowledge has been gradually rifing^ till it is ai 
length become the dijiinguifhing charaderijiic of the moJl enlightened age of 
the World, 

Anatomy has^ at leaft^ kept pace in improvement with the other hranches 
of natural knowledge, Many of the moderns,, through much labour and 
patience^ as well as ingenuity and judgment,, have thrown confiderable lights 
upon the flrudure and operaiions of the human hody; and they have parti- 
cularly by engravings^ made theJludy of ihat art^ in which humanity is fo 
much interefledj both more eafy and pleafant, Mofl of the principal paris 
of anatomy have,, in this manner,, been fuccefsfully illuflrated.

One part however, and that the mof curious, and certainly not the leafl 
important of ali, the pregnant womb, had not been treated by anatomifls with 
proportionahle fuccefs, Let it not, however, be objeded to them,that they ne- 
gleded what in faSt it was rarely in their power to cultivate, Few, or 
none of the anatomifls, had met with a fufficient number of fubjefis, either 
for invefigating, or for demonfirating the principal circumflances of utero- 
gejlation in the human fpecies, But let what cannot be praifed, in others, be 
paffed over in filence, With refpefi to the prefent undertaking, in the year 

1751 the author met ivith the JirJl favourable opportunity of examining, in 
the human fpecies, what before he had been fludying in brutes, A woman 
died fuddenly, when very near the end of her pregnancy; the body was pro- 
ciired before any fenfible putrefaftion had begun; the feafon of the year was 
favourable to diffledtion; the injedlion of the blood-vefflels proved fuccefsful; 
a very able painter, in this way, was found; every part was examined in 
the mof public manner, and the truth was thereby well authenticated. 


In the courfe of forne months, the drawings of the frf ten plates were 
fnifhed, and from time to time the fubjefi was publicly exhibited, with fiich 
remarks as had occurred in the examination of the feveralparts, Many lovers 
of this fudy approved of the author s propofal to publifh the anatomy of the 
gravid uterus, illufrated by thofe ten plates: the work was immediately 
put into the hands of our bef artifls ; and fubfcriptions were received. 


In the mean time a fecondfubjeit was procured; which, though the wea- 
ther happened to be very unfav our able, affor de d a few fupplemental figures, 
of importance enough to be taken into the work. And before the engravings 
were finifhed, a third fubjedt occurred very opportunely, which cieared up 
forne difficulties, and furnifhed forne ufeful additionalfigures. 


Tdhe originalplan having been only to publifh the firf ten plates, as a 
ground-work for farther improvements in this branchof anatomy, to be added 
whenever good opportunities ftould be offered, the author now began to en- 
tertain hopes of being able to give a much more compleat work, He forefaw

fingulis graviditatis menfibus proprias, figuris exprimere. Ejufmodi 
fere eft hoc opus; quod, longo tempore promiffum, tandem aliquando 
in medium prodit. Ut id fane ad exitum perduci poffet, moras tra¬ 
here neceffe fuit, praeter opinionem diuturnas. Quoties autem auc^ 
tor fecum reputat has moras operi minime infruciuofas fuiffe, abunde 
fentit, quo fe confoletur. 

Quod autem hoc argumentum illuftrandi uni alicui mortali tam 
pulchra occafio toties obtigerit, in caufa fuerunt tum varii cafus, tum 
amicorum multorum gratiflima fubfidia. Tabularum harum ultima 
e manu artificis vix excefferat, cum datum fuit delineare embryonem 
mole minorem, quam quem antea vidiffe auClori unquam contigerat; 
et haud ita pridem conceptus vsi tuba fallopiana, res haec animadverfione 
egregie digna, figurarum numerum adauxit. Hae figurae, et fi qua 
alia, ejufdem argumenti, occurrent, vel in tabula his adjicienda, vel 
cum uteri gravidi deferiptione anatomica, quam auClor fecum medi¬ 
tatur, data occafione, in publicum aliquando proferentur. HaClenus 
quidem ipfi id otii non conceffum eft, quod ad hanc operis partem 
abfolvendam effet fatis. Quod fi cafu aliquo improvifo impeditus 
fuerit, quo minus id, quod cupiat, poffit exfequi, perfuafum fibi ha¬ 
bet, haud defuturum aliquem, huic muneri obeundo parem. Multi 
enim funt, qui auClorem de his rebus publice differentem faepe Ikpius 
audierint; multi quos ille opinionis ac fententiae fuae participes fecerit.

Porro haec 
eft ea, quae et meliorem ordinem, et compendium facilius, et majorem 
perfpicacitatem admittit. Alteram quidem contemplans oculus, ele¬ 
gantia ac concinnitate naturae obleflatur: in altera, geometrici cujuf- 
dara diagrammatis, accurati quidem exacftique, fed nudi, fed inornati 
fimilitudinem agnofeit.

Prior autem 
pofteriori in hoc praeftat maxime, quod ea, quae revera vifa funt, ex¬ 
hibens, fpeciem quandam veritatis prae fe fert; et fit propemodum 
aeque nefeia fallere, ac illud ipfura quod affimulatur. 

De hoc opere, quod naturae ipfius fpeciem proponit, alii fortaffe 
aliud judicium ferent. Nifi enim au6iorem fallat vana fpes fua atque 
opinio, multi funt apud quos ille nec cenfebitur operam inutilem 
pofuiffe, nec inepte erogaffe pecuniam; apud quos fcilicet figurarum 
magnitudo, elegantia, ac varietas aliqua in laude ponentur. Contra, 
non deerunt, quibus magna pars fumptus fupervacanea omnino at¬ 
que infruftuofa fuiffe videbitur. Contendent fcilicet operis hujus 
utilitatem ad plures potuiffe pertingere, fi figurae omnes in formam 
areftiorem contrariae fuiffent; fi fculptura manu minus delicata fuiffet 
elaborata; fi aliquot etiam figurae, utpote aliis non abfimiles, om¬ 
nino omiffae. 

Cum autem figurae, de quibus agitur, ea mente atque confilio 
fingi foleant, ut ab iis, quantum fieri poteft, explicetur tam vera 
natura partium (nempe earum habitudo et ftruriura) quam forma 
externa, pofitura, ac nexus ; magnitudo illis aliqua concedatur ne¬ 
ceffe eft ; aliter enim partes, ut aiunt, componentes haud fatis diflincfie 
delineari poffunt. Quod fi magnitudo rei propria fculpturae quo¬ 
dammodo apta fit ac conveniens, ea ipfa, utpote qu^ obfervatu dig- 
niffima eft, haud dubio eligenda eft praecipue. His de caufis figurae 
omnes, quotquot hic proferuntur, adjuftum natura modum perfedlae 
funt, paucis tantum exceptis, quae in formam naturali anguftiorem 

coguntur, 
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that^ in the courje of forne years, by diligence he might procure in this great 
Jq many opportunities of Jludying the gravid uterus, as to he enahled 
to make up a tolerahle JyJiem; and to exhibita by figures, all the principal 
changes that happen in the nine months of utero-geflation. Such is the 
Work which, at length, is offered to the puhlic, Ehe exeeution of^ it has 
indeed taken up more time, than what was atjirji expe^ed: but^ it gives the 
author no fniallfatisfadiion to rejiedl, that the delay of puhlication has con- 
tributed not a little to the value of the work. 


Phat one perfon fhould have had fo many opportunities of illiiflrating this 
fubjedt, has been owing to fortunate circurnflances, as well as to the qfjiflance 
of many friends, Even fince the lafl piate was finifhed, he had an oppor- 
tunity of making a drawing of a younger embryo than he had before feen ; 
and he has likewife made forne figures from a very curious ccfe, which he 
lately met with, namely a conception in the fallopian tube, Ehefe, and what- 
ever may hereafter occur, he will offer to the public upon forne future occa- 
fion; probably in the way of a fupplemental piate, or with the anatomical 
defeription of the gravid uterus, which he propofes to publijh at full length, 
Hehas not hitherto had leifure to finifh that part of the work. But if he 
fhould be prevented from doing it, by any unforefeen accident, it will be in 
the power of many gentlemen of the profeffion to do it for him, as he has 
conflantly explained his obfervations on this fubject in his public leBures, 


APf AT 0 MICA L fgures are made in two very different ways; one is 
the fimple portrait^ in which the objeci is reprefented exadtly as it was feen; 
the other is a reprefentation of the objedi under fuch circumfances as were 
not adtually feen, but conceived in the imagination, Bidloo has given us 
fpecimens of the firf kind; Euftachius of the latter, 

That fgure which is a clofe reprefentation of nature, and which is finifh¬ 
ed from a view of one fubjedt, will often be, unavoidably, fomewhat indifiindt 
or defedtive in forne parts: the other, being a figure of fancy, made up per- 
hapsfrom a variety of fudies after Nature, may exhibit in one view, what 
could only be feen in Jeveral objedls ; and it admits of a better arrangement, 
of abridgement, and of greaterprecifion, The one may have the elegance and 
harmony of the natural objedi; the other has commonly the hardnefs of a geo- 
metrical diagram: the onefhews the obfeli, or gives perception ; the other on¬ 
ly deferibes, or gives an idea of it, A very effential advantage of the firft is, 
that as it reprefents what was altually feen, it carries the mark of truth, and 
becomes almofi as infallible as the objeit itfelf. 


With regard to this work, which is a faithful reprefentation of what was 
adiually feen, the judgement of the public will probably be divided, Many will 
approve of the labour and expenfe which have been befowed upon it, and 
commend the largenefs, elegance, and variety of the figures, Others will 
think that a great part of the expenfe might have been fpared, and the luork 
thereby rendered of more gener al ufe, if the figures had been madeto a fmaller 
fcale, if the engraving had been lefs finifhed, and if forne of the figures, 
which are very fimilar to other s, had been omitted. 


Anatomicalfigures being intended to fhew, as much aspoffible, the true na¬ 
ture, that is, thepeculiar habit and compofition ofparts, as well as the out- 
ward form,fituation and conneIlion of them, fhould certainly be large; other- 
wife the fmaller component par ts can not be diftmllly reprefented; and if the 
natural fze of the objeli be tolerably fit for an engraving, that mufl be of all 
others the very befl, as it has the advantage of fieiuing fuch an important cir- 
cumflance, Upon thefe confiderations, all the figures in this work were made 
of the natural fize, except a few which were reduced in fize, and one or two 
of minute objelts which, on that account, tuere magnified.

Operam quidem dare, ut fumma arte ela¬ 
borentur eae figurarum partes, per quas nihil, aut parum exprimitur, 
nifi quod prius fit expreffum, hominis effet vehementer et opera fua 
et pecunia abutentis. Harum igitur figurarum pars maxima ultra 
mediocritatemperfedla efl; aliquot fumma expolitione atque artificio 
ornatae; leviora, vel ea quae prius fuerant aliqua ex parte illuflrata, 
leviter tac 5 la; ea vero quae fecunda vice proferuntur, lineis fere exte¬ 
rioribus adumbrata.

In plurimis aliis operibus, ad rem anatomicam quse fpec- 
tant, veniam fibi haud facile impetrat vel defeclus aliqua ex parte, 
vel materies confufe permifleque difpofita. Quivis enim, fi modo 
laborem pati decreverit, primum quidem exercitatione et experientia 
intimam argumenti fui cognitionem adipifei poterit; deinde autem 
operis cujufdam, perfedli undique omnibufque numeris abfoluti, for¬ 
mam atque imaginem animo effingere ; et denique ex variorum cada¬ 
verum contemplatione rem inftitutam pro arbitrio fuo ad exitum per¬ 
ducere.

Ponamus quidem talem oc- 
cafionem, fku{la.m omnino atque felicem, cultori cuipiam anatomice 
effe oblatam; neceffe efl ut continuo et fine mora de ratione ille in- 
flituti fixum aliquod certumque deflinet; et uno eodemque tempore 
duo confilia, inter fe non bene convenientia, profequatur. Primum 
enim, ut ipfe rem penitus perfpe6lam habeat, cadaver fua manu fecet 
necelfe efl; ita tamen inflituenda efl invefligatio, ut artifici fimul ad- 
flanti, praecipuas partes commode delineandi plena fit copia. Pro¬ 
inde vix fieri poteft, c[uin confilium, optime fufeeptum, immutari 
oporteat, variifque rebus accomodari quse de improvifo et prseter ex- 
pe^lationem poffint occurrere. Ut autem id rite perfici poffit, opus 
efl longi temporis mora; partes interea aeri externo, inter pingendum, 
expofitae plurimum detrimenti capient; praecipue fi vir talis negotio 
obeundo praefit cui curae efl, ne ficli quidpiam, aut ex memoria de¬ 
prompti, ipfi rei veritati inducatur, et ut nihil ibi locum habeat, ni¬ 
fi quod ex naturae ipfius obfervatione, re alia nulla intercedente, ar¬ 
reptum fuerit. 

Si audior tot opportunitates, hanc ornandi provinciam, fibi profpex- 
ilTet futuras, quot ipfi bona fua fortuna indulferit, figuras ille quidem 
aliquas emendatiores reddere potuiffet; alias aliis melius accommo¬ 
dare, et ita earum feriem in minorem numerum cogere. Figuras qui¬ 
dem nonnullas, jam delineatas, duafque tabulas, a fculptore prorfus 
perfedlas, apud fe prudens detinuit; ne operis fcilicet moles atque im¬ 
pendium plus aequo increfeerent. Et profefto plures, eadem ratio¬ 
ne indudlus, detinuiffet, nifi ipfi mentem fubiiffet, longum fortaffe 
fore tempus, priufquam aliquod figurarum fyflema, hoc fuo minus 
imperfeftum, in lucem fit exiturum. Potius igitur duxit culpae in pe¬ 
riculum incurrere, eo quod rem nimis copiofe, quam quod parcius 
ac negligenter tradlaverit. 

Operi, nimiae jam magnitudinis, nimiique fumptus, internam foetus 
anatomiam adjicere, fupervacaneum fore vilum efl; praefertim cum 
alii iflo munere funt fundli; et cuilibet, id qui de integro meditatur, 
haec omnia cognofeendi atque tradandi haud facile defutura efl occafio. 
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For the reajon already given it Jhould Jeem obvious that anatomical figures 
ought to be likewije wellfinijhed. In many fubjedls of painting, indeed, the 
Jlight manner of producing an ejfedt, withoiit labour, is very agreeable; par- 
ticularly when, either the JubjeB is fo well known, that a mere hint is enough 
to the imagination, which eafily Jupplies ali that is wanting; as, in defigns 
where human figures, and other well known objefis are introduced; or, when 
the fmaller parts of ohjects are not to be feen difiindty, as the objefis, efpeci- 
ally the more difiant ones, in a landfcape. But in anatomy, as in natural 
hiflory, thefubjefl is fuppofed to be new, or only imperfedily known; and the 
fmaller paris are to be fludied with care, as well as the larger meffes. In 
thofe parts of anatomicalfigures, indeed, which are mere repetitions, or near- 
ly fo, the labour and expence of finifhing may well be faved, Accordingly m 
this Work the gr e ater par t is tolerably wellfinifhed, forne uery highly and deli- 
cately; matters of lefs moment, or approaching to repetitions are exeeuted in 
a Jlight manner; and what is merely a repetition, is commonly put down in 
bare out-lines. 


Any judiciolis perfon, who examines this work with care, will natur ally 
think that the plan might have been more regular and more compadl: but it 
is prefurned that he will be lefs diffatisfied with the authors beji endeavours 
when he Jhall confider the difificulties which lie in the way, and render the 
fubjedl almofl unmanageable. In many other works of anatomy, imperfedli- 
ons, and par ticularly a want of method, are not readily excufed. For, if the 
author will but take the pains, he may firjl of ali make himfelf mafler of his 
fubjedt by repeated diffeftions and experiments; he may, ai his leifure, lay 
down a fludied plan for a compleat and regular work; and with his own con- 
venience he may exeeute his plan from a variety of de ad bodies. 


But, opportunities of diffediing the human pregnant uterus at leifure, very 
rarely occur, Indeed, to mojl anatomifis, if they have happened at ali, it 
has been but once or twice in their whole lives, Upon fuch occafions there- 
fore, even when attended with the moji favourable circumflances, the anato- 
mift mujl fix upon a plan, ivithout lofs of time, and at once carry on two 
fchemes which are hardly compatible ; that is to fay, he muJl dijfebt for his 
own information, in the firjl place, and yet condudt the inquiry fo as to have 
good drawings made of the principal appearances: and it is more than pro- 
bable that he mujl alter any plan that he might have propofed, and adapt it 
to a variety of circumflances in the fubjedt that could not be forefeen ; and 
much time mujl he loji, and the parts mujl be confiderably injured by long ex- 
pofure to the air before the painter; ejpecially if the work he conduBed by an 
anatomijl who will not allow the artijl topaint from memory or imagination, 
but only from immediate obfervation. 


If the author could have forefeen the numerous opportunities which have 
fallen to his fhare, he might have eafily improved forne of the figures ; and 
by adapting them better to cne another he might have compleated the feries 
in a fmaller number. He has altually kept back feveral drawings which had 
been made, and two plates wJuch had been engraved, that the work might 
not he overcharged; and would have wiihheld more, for that reafon, if he 
had not thought that it would probably be long before a more perfe It fyjlem of 
figures would he offered to the public, Fhis confideration induced him to 
rijk the being cenfured rather for having done too much, than too little. 


In a work which was already b e come too large and expenfive, it was thought 
proper to omit the internal anatomy of the child, efpecially as that part has 
been exeeuted by others, and opportunities of Jiudying it may be eafily pro- 
cured.

The additional expenje of Mr. BaskervilleV ari was not incurred for the 
Jake of elegance alone ; biit principally for the advantage of his paper and ink^ 
which render a leaf of his Prefs-Work an excellent prefervative of the plates 
between which it is placed. 


If it be allowed that the author has fpared neither labow\ ?ior time, nor 
expenfe m improving an vnportant part of anatomy^ this is ali the merit which 
he can claim. In mojl of the dpfedtions he was afffled by his brother Mr. 
John Hunter, whofe accuracy in anatomical refearches is fo well known^ that 
to orait this opportunity of thanking him for that qfjiflance., would be in forne 
meafure to difregard the future reputation of the work itfelf He owes like- 
wife much to theingenious artiftswho made the drawings andengravings; and 
particularly to Mr. Strange, not only for having by his handfecured afort of 
immortality to two of the plates., but for having given his advice and qfjijlance 
in every part with a Jieady and difmterejted friendjhip.

HE JirJl ten piate s tuere made Jrom the dijfedion of a woriian,who 
died fuddenly, in the endojher ninth montli ojpregnancy, in the year 
1750. Ehe arieries and the veins wereinjedled with zvax of different colours. 

'Thispiate reprejents theohjeH, as itappeared when the abdomen tuas 
opened by a cnicial incifion, and the foiir angles of the containing parts 
turned oiitioards; the fubject lying on itshack, biit fo that the upper 
part of the trimk tuas confi(i^''ably higher than the rejt. 

Ehe thighs and pudenda require no explojiation: the latter of thefe 
tuere edematous in the fubjedl, as they appear in this f gure, 

A A Ehe forepart of the chefi, jufl belotu the breafls, tuhere the trunk tuas 
cut through, and tuhich therejore terrainates the fgure above, 

BB Ehe two upper angles of the integuments, mufcles, peritoneum, 
turned back over the cartilaginous margin of the chef, 

C C Ehe two inferior angles, turned down over the groin, thigh, and ante¬ 
rior fpine of the os ilium, on each fide. In each of thefe, at its lower 
edge and oppofite to the middle of the thigh, a part may be obferved to 
be fretehed and puckered, where a thread was fxed,which pulle d ihe 
fiap dotun, in order more fidly to expofe the womb and adjacent parts, 

D Ehe upper endof the longitudinal incifion, at the pit of the Jlomach, 
beginning jifl atthe point of ihe enfform cariilage, 

E . Ehe lower end of the fame incifion carried down to the fymphyfis of the 
ofla pubis.

GG Ehe epigaflric artery and vein, projecling through the peritoneum, 
upon each of the lower angles of the mufcles, 

H Ehe fmall lobe of the liver, jituated in the highef part of the epi¬ 
gaflric region, Upon its furface are reprefented forne fmall arteries, 
which emerge from the glandular fubfiance, and are difufed in the peri¬ 
toneum that covers it, 

I Ehe omentum, fpread over ihe fmall intefines in the epigafric 
region, Ehe vefels of this part, thd vyected, tuere hardly vijible, be- 
ing obfcured by f at, 

K Ehe lower and middle part of the omentum, which had been pifhed 
up by the womb, and lay in niimerous fmall folds prefe d together, 

L Ehe omentum, in the right fide, pafing a little way down behind 
that part of the womb from which the right tube begins,

NN Ewo tiirns of th§fmall intefines; both of tuhich, but efpecially the 
lower, were covered by the above-mentioned part oj the omentum. 

O Ehe womb, pofefng ali the umbilical and hypogafric regions, Its 
furface is interfperjed with a number of fmall vefels, the greatejl part oj 
which are veins, Ehey tuere filled with blood only, and therefore gra- 
dually difappeared after the fubjedi had been preferved foine time, Its 
Jituation is a little oblique, and tozuards the right fide, Ehe navel was a 
little higher than the part upon tuhich thisletter is placed, Ehe form of 
the womb is a little irregidar, at forne pAaces projebling more than at 
others, Ehis feemed partly owing to its being nioulded upon the neigh- 
boiiring bowels, particularly at its fundus; and partly to its contents: 
whence, 

P A fwelling towarcis the left fide of the womb, where the tniddle of 
the placenta adhered; and 

A fwelling on the right fide of the womb, tuhere the buttocks of the 
child lay; and where the child could be felt, pretty difinHly, through 
its fub f ance, AU around this part the womb tuas fomewhat dejmfed, 
and felt like a bag of water, 

RR Ehe round ligaments, Ehe left is longer than the right, becaufe of the 
oblique fituation of the womb, Ehe exit of each tuas brought to vieto 
by drawing down the lower angles of the integuments, hc, with threads: 
and the appearance of a fnbture there, was occafioned by a fieath-like 
doubling and protrufion of the peritoneum attending thofe ligaments 
forne little way; which difered only in degree from that pro cefs of the 
peritoneum, which accompanies the fpermatic rope in a dog, or Imll, 

S S Ehe fallopian tiibes. In the right fide, little more than the begin- 
ning of the tube is feen, the refi running down behind the womb. Of 
the left tube the middle part only is expofed; its beginning at the womb 
being concealed by the gut which lies upon that part, and the end or 
fimbriae being covered by the fpermatic veffels, Ehofe vejfels are pjretty 
diflindly feen in the left jicle: they fili up ali the fpace between the round 
ligament aiid the tube: the fmall vejfel is the artery, and the great, 
to which that clings, is the vein: bothof them arepaffingup to the jide of 
ihe womb, in that doubling of the peritoneum called, the broad ligament.

r T'IS reprejents the child in tlie womb^ in its natural fitua- 
tion». 

AU the parts oj this Jigure^ exceptthe womb^ and tts contents^ are 
nearly the Jame as thoje reprejented hy out-lines in the Jifth piate ^ where 
they are lettered and explained. T^he only difference is^ that here ali the 
upper part of the hladder is cut away^ in order to Jheiv the fituation of 
the child's head in the lower part of the womb. AU the forepart^ both 
of the womb and of the fecundines^ (which included the placenta) is 
removed, T^he navel-fring is cut^ tied^ and turned to the left fide^ 
over the edge of the womb. At the fundus the invejling membranes 
are likewife - turned over the edge of the womb^ that they might be 
more apparent . 'The head of the child is lodged in the lower part of the 
womb., or in the cavity of the pelvis ; and its body lies principally in the 
right fide. Its pofition is diagonal or oblique : fo that its poferior parts 
are turnedforwards and to the right fide of the mother., and its foreparts . 
are direHed backwards and to the left fide. Its right foot appears be- 

tween its left thigh and leg. Its body was covered with a white., 
mucus, which is commonly feen on children at their birtli. Tiliis is re- 
prefented at the Ujjper part of its back^ where it was interfedied with 
lines ffrom the wrinkles and motion of the child's body. Everypart is 

reprefented jufi as it was found; not fo much as one joint of a finger 
having been moved to fiew any part more diflindtly., or to give a more 
pibturefque effell.

They appearedfo froin beingfilled with a lighter colour e d green wax, 
andfrom the tranfparency of their coats: but on the navel-fring it was 
the contrary; becaufe the vein, being the mof Central, was covered with 
a gr e ater thicknefs of the gelatinousfubfl ance of the fring, and therefoic 
did not alloiv the darker-coloured blue. wax to. be fo wellfeen.

The body of the placenta was uniformly file d with the yellow wax. 
This had fo compleaily flled all the cellular Jubfance of the placenta 
tkat upon the infide it appeared every where through the chorion. And 
the wax xuas every where manifeflly gramdated; fo that ii had piainly 
flled natur al cavities- for if it had flled the fubfance oj the placenta by 
common extravafation, it would Iiave formed itfelf into irregular and large 
maffes. From this injedion of the fpungy or celkdar part, the placenta 
had acquired at leaf double its natur al thicknefs .

When thefe ten plates were fnified, I intended to have publifhed 
them imniediately; and this third fgure was added, as the only fupple^ 
ment which I could give at that time. It fhews the difference between 
thefurface of the womb (A, B, C,) where the membranes had adhered, and 
that furface (D, E, E,) to which the placenta had beenfxed. Thefrf 
was much more fmooth and uniform; the latterwas futi of large venous ori- 
fices. At the frf examination, all thefe orifees tuere found flled up with 
plugs of coagulated blood, which projehtedforne way into the cavity of the 
ivomb. The part being feeped forne time in water, they became whiter, 
and many of them feli out, or were pulled out, to fiew the orifees of 
the veins more clearly.

Conceptiori^ viz, ihe chorion wiih all its contents^ fuppofed to he about 
five weeks. The parts will be underfiood without letters oj reference. Some 
of the darkeji fpots reprefent ihe little remnants of clotted blood. In the middle 
the amnion is Jeen like a round boli through which the foetui appears indifi 
tiniily. The whole objedi was confiderably flattened and fpread out^ by its own 
weighi CIS it lay in a little dijh bejore the painter, 

FIG. II. 

The fame conception, prepared by cutting away a confiderable pari of the 
chorion, and turning afide the amnion with the erulofed foetus, that the parts 
about the navel might be feen. It is confiderably magnified, to Jhew thejmall 
parts more difiinilly. 

The Jhaggy fioating veffels^ which Jhoot from the outer JurJace of the chorion, 
require no explanation. 

A A The fpace between the chorion and amnion. This was filled wiih a tender 
jelly.fo tranfparent as to be almoji invfible; whence^ the branching arteries and 
veins, filled with red blood, upon the infide of the placenta, were diftindtly feen 
through it. 

B The amnion difiended with a liquor as tranfparent and void of colour as the 
ciearefiwater; through which the minute pairts of the foetus were diftiniily 
feen. 

C The veficula umbilicalis, diftended wiih a fiuid. It was neither attached 
to the amnion nor the chorion; furrounded with the tender jelly; conneiied, 
as by a pedicle, to the navel of the foetus by an artery and a vein; which lay fo 
clofe together, as to appear like one vefjel filled with red blood, and difpeifing 
its branches on the veficula umbilicalis alone. 

The head of the foetus was longer than the trunk: the arms and legs had 
fhot out but a little way: the abdominal vifcera were not covered: the darker 
part of thefe was the red liver: there being no navel-firing, the foetus was at¬ 
tached at its abdomen to the infide of the amnion and oJ the chorion, which 
were contiguous at that place. 

FIG. III. 

An entire conception fuppofed to be in the fourih week. The broad and flat 
upper part of the objeil was a bag of a tender texture, formed of the decidua 
only, with a ragged perforation at each of the two upper angles, where the 
tubes were fuppofed to have entered; and the thick and narrow portion, at the 
lower part of the objeii, confified of all the membranes and their contents. 

FIG. IV. 

The infide of the fame ohjedl, laid open by a vertical feilion. The whole con¬ 
ception retained fiill the triangular fhape of the fundus uteri. The broad up¬ 
per part fhews the fnoother and cribriforme internal furface of the decidua; 
and the narrow part below Jbews the feiiion and cavity of all the menibranes. The 
rudiments of the foetus xvere diffolved. The amnion had feparated from, and 
lay loofe in the cavity of the chorion. Of the two, concentric, white circles, the 
interior is the feilion of the chorion; upon the outfide of which is feen the 
ftratum of fpongy fubftance into which the veffels fhootfroni the chorion. The 
outer white circle reprefents, at its lower part, the decidua covering the pla¬ 
centa; and, at its upper part, decidua reflexa. 

FIG. V. 

A compleat conception, of about three weeks. 

A A A brijlle paffed into the cavity of the conception, through a hole at each of the 
upper angles, which was fuppofed to be the termination of the fallopian tube. 

B B The fame brifiles coming out through a larger hole at the lower angle, fup¬ 
pofed to be oppofite to the cervix uteri. 

C A fmall hydatide, projedling through the fubfiance of the decidua, which had 
flender branching filaments fhooting from the furface, fuppofed to be the cho¬ 
rion, 

FIG. VI. 

The fame conception, after a confiderable bortion oj its fore-part had been cut out, 

A A, BB, C. See fig. V. 

It plainly appears that, the decidua, in this cafe, was a thick membrane (of a gelatinous 
texture) which had lined and adhered to the whole triangidar cavity of the fundus uteri; 
that, the tubes terminated on its mternalfurface; that, the chorion was lodged in its dupli¬ 
cature, or was furrounded with its fubfiance; and that, in proportion as the chorion would 
have been extended, in the progrefs of gefiation, it would have encroached upon the cavity oJ 
the decidua, firetc/iing its interior lamella (or decidua reflexa) till at length the cavity 
being obliterated, that interior lamella would have come into contabl with the infide of the 
decidua. This progrefjive change will be more clearly underfiood by comparing the three fol- 
lowing figures in the inverted order, viz. IX, VIII, and VII. 

FIG. VII. 

The more advancedflate of a fuppofed conception in the womb; when the chorion, covered 
by the decidua reflexa, is firetehed a great way out into the cavity of the decidua. 

A A Ihe feBion of the decidua xvhere, in procfs of time, it would confiitute the external la¬ 
mella of the double membrane which has been commonly named the fpungy or falfe chorion. 

B Here the decidua conflitutes the uterine part of the placenta. 

G The cavity of the amnion. — D The cavity or fpace between the amnion and chorion. 

E The cavity of the dtcidua,or the fpace between that membrane and the decidua reflexa. 

F F The tubes, opening upon the infide of the decidua, 

G The cervix uteri, containing no part of the conception. 

FIG. VIII, and IX. 

Thefe two figures differ from the preceding almofi in this refpeB alone, that the projeBion 
of the chorion into the cavity of the decidua is lefs in proportion as the conception is 
younger. 
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
